Alcohol seen as related 
to most campus problems

While campus alcohol use 
has traditionally l)een more 
prevalent at concerts, it can 
also l>e linkf‘d lo most other 
campus problems and 
disturbances according to 
Ted Couiuil. assistant 
director of Safety and 
Security 

Council said that alcohol 
related noise complaints were 
not that numerous on campus, 
but that alcohol was often 
partially to blame in more 
serious offenses 

•'Our main conciTn with 
alcohol on campus is the 
amount of vandalism, ' 
('ouncil slated 'In the (»H 
parking lot the other night. for 
instance, 17 cars were van 
dalized and there is no telling 
how much it will cost to make 
all of the repairs We have one 
suspt'Cl admitting doing 
some damage who admitted 
he was drunk 
“The majority of com 
plaints that we are called upon 
lo deal with are alcohol 
related " he continued "In 
many of the traffie arrests a 
person has b^’en drinking 
although they mav not be lo 
the stage where we would 
charge them with DWI 


Council said the Safely and 
Security receives 'very few ' 
co'.iplainls from head 
» ‘sidents about alcohol in the 
dorms, and that his men did 
not patrol the dorms to search 
lor It 

‘ Tm sure there is alcohol in 
the dorms.” ('ouncil noted 
The only way we keep it 
out, though, IS if we catch 


the student center, and many 
limes when there has been 
vandalism and destruction of 
I'T propt*rty it is related to 
alcohol and probably drunks ’ 
Council said that the city 
ix)lice handled most of the 
problems caused bv students 
who are drinking or drunk 
somewhere in Martin, but that

but there aren't many big 
parties 

“Big parties like the GH 
beer bust cause a lot of 
problems. ' he continued 
“When a crowd of folks get 
together, and the beer starts 
flowing freely, so lo speak. 
youTe going to have a certain 
percentage that won't be able 
to hold their liquor Some 
people just want to tear up 
something when they are 
drunk, and they lose ail 
respect for the other guy's 
property

"This is not the lyp^* ul thing 
that a sober person normally 
doesCouncil responded 
when questioned whether he 
thought the incident was 
connected with the beer bust 
"We found one student that 
has admitted to doing some of 
this damage He also admitted 
he was drunk 

Council said no arrests had 
tx^en made in connection with 
the incident 

The most expensive damage 
done was to a Bradley GT 
sportscar. Council slated A 
door was ripped off and then 
totally destroyed, and the 
mirrors were also knwked off 
He explained that wires had 
also tx*en lorn lose in the 
engine compartment 

It's by tar involved mon¬ 
cars than any one incident we 
had damage m previously.' 
Council said “We re not even 
sure what it’s going lo run " 

Council said there has also 
l)een an increase in C B Radio 
thefts recently He said that 
since the arrest of a student 
F'ebruary 13 for C B theft, 
their disap pearance has

He said overall thefts across 
the campus usually increase

The targets of the 
destruction were two 
restrooms on Ixith the first and 
second floors ol the building 
The firs! incident occurred 
Thursday night in the men’s 
restroom on the first floor 
The vandal knocked a major 
portion of a marble rest stall 
off the wall The large marble 
slab lell into the adjoining 
stall, demolishing the toilet 
The incident was discovered 
by .) p .Jones w hile on duly as 
.1 night supervisor of the 
I niversity Center 
The second incident occurred 
the lollowing night, in the 
same restroom, when a 
Winter Wonderland par 
ticipanl knocked down the 
remaining portion of the stall 
Tins incident was discoverc'd 
t)v .1 student custodial em 
plovee who afterwards 
idiMitified a suspect Ted 
Council assistant director ol 
Nafetv and Security, said no 
charges were brought against 
the student who agreed to pay 
lh<‘ damages Walker F^ 
Hansen was identified as the 
Ntudent w ho knocked down the 
partition 

There is some speculation 
.IS lo whether this was 
delitjcralc or accidental.''

Installation planned 
for change machine

The change machine, 
currently under planning, 
should be installed sometime 
this week in Ellington Hall, 
according to F'.arl Wright, 
assistant director of housing 
The machine, fieing fur 
nished by the White 
,\musement Company of 
Baris, Tennessee, will be 
placed in the lobby of the 
dorm, but will not be 
I niversity-owned 

"These are real btmeficial 
machines, but they are fairly 
fragile.■' he said “Main 
tenance repairs could really 
1 m* a problem That's why we’d 
just as soon not own it so we 
won’t have to go into the 
repair business ” 

He explained that he had 
previously talked with the 
head residents of the dorms 
and the KA’s and they agreed 
to th<* need for a machine such 
as this 

The change machine will be 
Net up where the student will 
insert a dollar bill and receive 
95 cents m return This nickel 
off each dollar will not go lo 
Housing, rather to the White 
-Amusement Company, as they 
remain the owners o( the 
machine and responsible for 
all maintenance expenses 
“The head resi^nts and 


HA'S agreed to this type of 
machine saying that the nickel 
difference won't make too 
much difference, especially if 
the student is in dire need of 
change. " he said 
Wright stated he had talked 
with the W'hite ('ompany and 
the machine would have been 
available much earlier but 
that it had been undergoing

Money has b4*en allocated 
by ('ongress to fund the BF'Oti 
program for the remainder ot 
this year, according lo Bill 
F'ron. financial aids director 

The tight money economv 
and unusually large higher 
education enrollment in 
creases last fall resulted in an 
unprecedented demand on 
BEOG grant funds this year, 
causing the program lo run 
out of money for this year 

F'ron said that Congress has 
supplied money for the rest of 
the year, but the money is 
coming from next year’s 
appropriations He said he did 
not know what would be done 
about next year, but thought 
the money would he reap 
propnaled 

"Thev will probablv 
reappropnate enough to make 
up for what they took out.’ 
F'ron stated He said he did not 
know if Congress would ap 
propriate any more money for 
next year though for the in 


creased Mnumt>er who are

Selective enforcement 
makes policy ineffective 


Rebuttal 


Irreepectivc ol whether one it for or againet 
akrohol kefeUulion on campus, and recent 
poUs mdicale that at teasi two-thirdi of the 
campus is for such a move, the current no 
enforcement situation must be stopped for the 
good of both the University and the students 

A recent SGA poll showed that almost 95 per 
cent of the dorm residents who responded were 
aware of alcohol in the dorms an amazing 
statistic when one considers that it is against 
University policy Another poll taken on a 
random basis by TW Pacer, showed that 88 per 
cent of campus residents drink alcohol Kven 
taking into account statistical error the trend 
IS clear 

With such statistics one has to wonder whs 
there is a rule to begin with, or why the current 
policy IS being ignored by the entire chain of 
control The resident assistants won f enforce 
It. but they cannot really be expended to without 
reinforcement from the head residents The 
head residents however have refused to en 
force the rule, largely m line with the inaction 
of Safety and Sei*unt> which is suppose<l to 
enforce campus rules The administration, the 
Ust link in the chain has also ignored its 
responsibility to uphold its own rules 

This IS not to say that the rule is good or bad 
iiind it certainly would f>e hard to enforce If the 
rule IS on the books though, it is hypocritical 
to not enforce it Students now apparenth don't 
feel the rule is that important as evidente<f b> 
(he high dorm incidence The polls indicate the 
discrepancy 

One sidelight to the policy is the fact that 
residents of University Courts and (irove 
Apartments are also covered by the policy 
N^ith many faculty members residing in these 
apartments, enforcement takes on a new light 
If It IS to be enforced on campus, though, it has 


to be enforced at the apartments or the present 
rule* changed Why have a rule if it is not en 
forced ** 

The University is also putting itself in a 
tenuous legal position with its hypocrisy If a 
student were to be injured or killed while at 
tending a campus dorm party where alcohol is 
preaent, and the alcohol could be proven to be 
related to the accident the ( niversity ixiuld he 
sued for allowing continued Safety and Security 
Ignorance of the anti-alcobol policy A^ide from 
any ethical considerations such legal im 
plications could haw widespread 
ramifications 

Such enforcement would not be popular with 
the students, and reaction to it would t>e 
vociferous W ith reaction though could come a 
re-evaluation of the p*olicy There is little 
chance for a new policy or any need for one for 
that matter until the (.urrent policy is en 
forced Were it to Ik* enforced students might 
lose the apathy that characterizes moves for 
campus policy change^ arid twcome active in 
the move lor legali/alior. w hu h is a m<K»t ixnnt 
now 

It IS similar to the protilem :n the entire 
six'iely with laws selecti\el\ enforcetl or 
Ignored by authorities The urea private club 
slot machines are generally ignored lor in 
'lance and the populace in general has lost 
faith in justice It is ironic thalthe University 
which should tie a leader in every iirea is no 
more than a reflection of the surrounding 
jurisdictions 

It is not The I’acers s intention to push either 
lor or against legalization of alcohol on cam 
pus only to say that the rules as they stand 
should be enforced It is ridiculous to push for 
elimination of a rule that is not enforced 
anyway

The twelve new unlit tennis 
courts south of Mount Pelia 
Road will not be available for 
student use until late April or 
May due to incompletion, 
acrxirding to Dr. Jack Mays, 
vice-chancelor,. for develop 

,. menl, j Si i »ii. 

Mays said the courts were 
originally supposed to be 
ready for use by at least last 
summer, and the contractors 
had hopes of this date, but d>'.e 
to financial difficulty within 
the company itself the courts 
were not completed. At one 
time the courts were sup¬ 
posedly finished but not ap¬ 
proved due to what Mays 
termed as unlevel surfaces, 
soft areas in the asphalt, and 
"birdbaths”on the surface. 

“We didn’t approve these 
courts the first time because 
we felt they simply weren't up 
to the standards we felt 
necessary with the money we 
were investing,” Mays said. 
"It’s our money, so we feel we 
should be getting the best 
possible product for the 
money." 

Mays explained that the 
sub-contractor originally 
employed in the construction 
of the courts had gone broke. 
The general contractor. 
Forcum-Lannom. rehired the 
president and some of the staff 
of the defunct company and 
they began again. This new 
company is now completing 
the courts but will not be able 
to finish them until al least 
two straight weeks of 8U 
degree weather. Mays ex¬ 
plained this as being 
necessary, for asphalt and 
other materials making up the 


tennis court surface had to be 
IxMjred in warm, practically 
hot weather. 

“If we have some good 
weather ahead of us then we'll 
gel these courts completed in 
April or May, " he said. “If we 
don't have good weather, then 
our chances of completing the 
courts.pre not sp.good.” 

He said that until the 
University approved the 
courts they still belonged to 
Forcum-Lannom. He stressed 
that students should not climb 
over the locked fences and 
play on the courts, for they 
were simply not yet owned by 
the University. He said he 
hoped the students could make 
do with the other thirteen 
available courts at this point, 
six of which are lit and the six 
being lit, while the other is at 
University Courts. 

“We don’t feel we're in too 
bad shape right now,” he said. 
"We just hope these thirteen 
courts will enough for the 
students for right now. But 
after we do gel all the courts, 
we will have a total of twenty- 
five. twelve of which will be 
lit. This is more tennis courts 
than most of the schools this 
size." 


Mays explained that the late 
completion of the courts would 
not affect the UTM tennis 
team since the team played its 
matches on the six courts 
behind the area of the former 
six courts that were torn 
down. 

In one other development. 
Mays stated that be was not 
sure as yet whether or not the 
floor of the Fieldhouse will be 
ripped up and rebuilt. He said 
the floor, which had begun 
warping due to the recent 
flooding of the Fieldhouse 
basement, had been blown- 
dried and sanded but that now 
it was beginning to show signs 
of warping again. 

"We knew at the time that 
the floor would probably end 
up warping again because we 
didn’t have time to get it quite 
as dry as possible," he stated 
"It’s just that we were caught 
in a bind. We had both men 
and women’s varsity 
basketball coming up. along 
with the various physical 
education courses.” 

Mays explained that the new 
complex should help a lot in 
alleviating this problem If the 
fieldhouse floor should have to 
be redone, then the Complex 


would be needed to house the 
physical education classes. 

"If we do decide to rebuild 
the floor then it will have to be 
done al a time when there is 
some other facility available 
for use such as the new 
complex.” he cited. 

In terms of the University’s 
lawsuit against Forcum-I* 
Lannom because of the 
flooding of the basement. 
Mays stated that the case had 
been turned over to the 
University's attorney and that 
no action as yet had been 
taken. He said only several 
recommendations have been 
made from various groups 
and individuals. The lawsuit is 
being made by the University 
while several individual suits 
are also being made due to the 
loss of personally-owned 
equipment in the Fieldhouse 
basement.

record). We already had 
(Tiattanooga scheduled, and 
all of the other teams, and 
going to Northwestern is like

The remainder of the season 
was filled with close games as 
the Pacers fought to earn an 
invitation to *lhe NCAA 
tournament.
